This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed February 06, 2006 seeking 
to revive the above-entitled application for purposes of continuity. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

This application became abandoned for failure to timely file a proper reply to the final 
Office action mailed November 23, 2004. On April 27, 2005, applicants filed a Notice Of 
Appeal with respect to the Office action, accompanied by the fee for a two-month extension of 
time under 37 CFR 1.136(a). However, applicants did not file a timely appeal brief, and no 
further extensions of time were obtained under 37 CFR 1 .136(a). Accordingly, the date of 
abandonment is June 27, 2005, two months after the filing of the Notice Of Appeal. 

The present petition satisfies the conditions for revival pursuant to the provisions of 37 
CFR 1.137(b) in that it includes: (1) the reply in the form of the previously filed continuation 
application (U.S. application number 1 1/267,873); (2) the petition fee; and (3) the required 
statement of unintentional delay. Accordingly, the reply to the final Office action (in the form of 
the continuation application) is accepted as having been unintentionally delayed. 

U.S. application 09/606,422 is being revived for purposes of continuity only and since 
continuity has been established by this decision reviving the application, the application is again 
abandoned in favor of the continuing application (U.S. application number 1 1/267,873). 

The present petition for revival was accompanied by payment of a $1,080 extension fee 
seeking to extend the due date for the Appeal Brief for five months. However, an extension of 
time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) must be filed prior to the expiration of the maximum extendable 
period for reply. See In re Application of S . 8 USPQ2d 1630, 1631 (Comm'rPats 1988). Since 
the $1,080 extension of time fee submitted with the present petition on February 06, 2006 was 
filed after the maximum extendable period for reply, this fee is unnecessary and will be credited 
to petitioner's deposit account.
